Chicago Convention Ends

"If they do not like a plank in a 


platform," said Mr. Taft. "or if they! 
do not like the platform itself they 
cease to be republicans; they are re- 
publicans with an exception. But I 
am here to uphold the doctrine of the 
postal savings banks (applause) be- 
cause I believe that they will nil in this 
country a long felt want. 


Is Not Paternalism. 


"In the flrst place it Is said the pos- 


tal savings bank is a very paternal in- 
stitution; that it has a leaning toward 
socialism, state socialism, and that it 
proposes to take the banking business 
out of the hands of private persons and 


[ 
put it into the hands of the govern- 


'"~-ment. Now, I am not a paternalist 


and I am not a socialist, and I am not 
in favor of having the government do 
anything that private citizens can do 
as well or better (great applause), but 
.there are conditions. We have passed 
beyond, the tide of what they 'call the 
'laissee faire' .school, which -believed 
that the government ought not do any- 
thing but run the police force. The 
government is' especially fitted to do 
what no system of private bankers 
can do. (Applause). 


"The great usefulness of the postal 


savings banks is the great encourage- 
ment .to thrift on .the part of those who 
are just -wavering ' in the 
balance 


whether they shall save the money or 
use it, because they do not know'where 
they can nut-it safely." 
(Applause). • 


•Havtt' Postal Savings Banks.

Takes Issue With Taft. 


He also took issue with President 


Taft on the question of the invest- 
ment of the funds deposited in such 
savings banks. 
In this connection 


he declared that the legislative com 
mittee was opposed, should a^posta' 
saving bank bill become law, to the 
investing of such funds in either 
United States bonds, or state and 
municipal bonds. 


"The investment of $600,000,000 


or 5700,000,000 in United State 
bonds as bas been advocated recent 
ly by our chief executive," .he said 
"would be a serious mistake and., 
menace to our nation's credit, as it 
is to other countries where such in- 
vestments are made." 


The committee- recommended state 


and federal supervision and the cre- 
ation of separate savings depart- 
ments in national banks. This reso- 
lution was referred to the currency 
commission of the association,

ings bank might well await that. I am

dress was delivered at a mass meeting 
In Orchoatra hall, one ot the function* 
in tho president's busy day and nleht 
in Chicago. 


President Taft recalled the fact that 


In this same Orchestra hall, about or.o 
year ago, he defended his decisions 
affecting labor against the attacks of 
his political opponents. It was meet, 
he assumed, to enlarge on hln labor 
views in this spot on the anniversary.

"Now that the election has come and 
one I want to take this opportunity of 
aytng that 1 have not forgotten my 
wn promises or those of the plat- 
orm. and I. propose In the next session 
f congress to recommend the leglsla- 
ion on the subject of Injunction which 
vas promised in the republican plat- 
orm. and to see whether by such legis- 
atton It Is not possible to avoid even 


few cases of abuses that can be cited 
gainst the federal courts In the ex- 
rcises of their juridiction. 
"I do not think trades unionism was 
really aided by the attempt to drag 
11 organized labor Into politics and to 
idur.e It to vote one way, but that 
Ofis not prevent my placing a proper 
stlmate upon the immense good for 
abor In general which its organization 
nd its efforts to secure higher wages 
ave accomplished. 
"I know there Is an element among 


mployers of labor and investors of 
apital which is utterly opposed to the 
rganlzation of labor. I can not sym- 
athize with this element in the slight- 
st degree. I think It is a wise course 
or them to provide a fund 
which 


hould occasion arise and strikes or 
ockouts follow, .those who lose their 
laces may be supported pending an 
djustment of the difficulties. 


Some Employers Behind Times. 


"I think the employer who declines 


o denl with organized labor and to 
ecognlze it as a proper element in the 
ettlement of wage controversies 
Is 


ehind the times. 
"There is not the slightest doubt (hat 


labor had 
remained 
unorganized 


•ages would bo very much lower

s true that In the end they would 
robably be Ilxed by the law of supply 
nd demand, but. generally before thU 
aw manifests itself, there is a period

sympathy. But it is not to- be expect- 
ed that such organizations shall be 
perfect and that they may not at 
times and in particular cases show 
detective tendencies that ought to be 
corrected. 


"Our 
friends of the great unions at 


.Imes complain of our courts, more, 
lerhaps, because of the decisions in 
injunction cases than for anything' 
else. I have already referred to this 
particular phase of the litigation in 
which they have an interest, but when 
:he subject oC courts is mentioned it 
suggests to me a larger field for com- 
plaint and reform in which all citi- 
zens are interested and have a right 
to be heard. 


"There is no subject upon which I 


'eel so deeply as upon tho ' necessity 
for reform in the administration of 
both civil and criminal law. 


Difficulty in Too Much Delay. 


"To sum it all up in one phrase the 


difficulty in both is undue delay. It is 
not too much to say that the a'dminis- 
ration of criminal law in this coun- 
try'is a disgrace to our civilization, 
and that the prevalence of crime and 
fraud, which here is greatly In ex- 
:ess of that in the' European coun- 
ries, is due largely to the failure of 
the law 
and 
its administrators to 


>ring criminals to justice. 


"I am sure that this failure is not 


due to corruption of officials; It Is not 
due to thc-lr 
negligence or laziness, 


hough, ot course, there may be both 
n some cases: but it is chiefly due to 
he system against which it is impos- 
sible for an earnest prosecutor and an 
efficient judge to struggle. 


"Wo inherited our system of crim- 


nal prosecutions 
and the conslitu- 


ion.il provisions for the protection ot 
he accuse.] in his trial from England 
and her laws. We inherited from her 
ne' jury trial. 
All thcso limitations 


and the jury system still arc main- 
ained In-England, but they have not 
ntcrfercd with an effective prosecu- 
lon of criminals nnd their punish- 
ment. There has not been undue de- 
ay In English criminal courts. 


"In this country we have generally 


altered the relation of the judge to 
.he jury. In England the judstc -con- 
rols the trial, controls the lawyers 
keeps them In relevant and proper 
argument, aids the jury in its con- 
sideration of the facts, not by dircc- ' 
ion, but by suggestions, nnd the law- i 
•ers in the conduct of the cases aro 
made to feel that they have an obli- i 
gallon not only to their clients, but 
also to the court and to the public at 
arse not to abuse their office in such 
a way as unduly to lengthen the trial 
and unduly to direct the attention of 
the court and the jury away from the 
real facts at issu?. 


Fear of Judge. Not of Jury. 


'In this country there seems to have 


Jury, and tho power which he exercises 
In an English court has by legislation 
been reduced from time to time,'1 un- 
til now. and this is especially true in 
Western states, he has hardly more 
power than the moderator in a re- 
ligious assembly. 


"The tendency of legislation Is to 


throw the reins on the back of the 
jury and to let them follow their own 


them away from the real points at Is- 
sue and in awakening their emotions 
o£ pity for the defendant in forgetful- 
ness ot the wrongs of the prosecuting 
-witness, or it may be ot the deceased, 
and of the rights of society to be pro- 
tected against crime; and all these de- 
fects are emphasized in - the delays 
which occur in the trials-delays made 
necessary because the trials take so 
great a time. 


"A judgeship is a great office, and 


the.man who holds it should exercise 
great power, and he ought to be al- 
lowed to exercise that in a trial by 
jury. Then it is undoubtedly true that 
in England lawyers in the conduct of 
their cases feel much more and re- 
spect much more their obligation to 
assist the 'court in administering jus- 
tice, and restrain themselves 
from 


adopting the desperate and 'extreme 
methods to which American lawyers 
are even applauded for. 


"The trial here is a game in which 


the advantage is with the criminal, 
and if he wins he .seems to have the 
sympathy of a supporting public. Trial 
by jury, as it has come to us through 
the constitution, is the trial by jury 
under the English law, and under that 
law the vagaries, the weaknesses, the 
timidities and the. ignorance of juries 
were to be neutralized by the pres- 
ence in court of a judge to whom they 
should look for instruction upon the 
law and sound advice in respect to the 
facts, although, of course, with regard 
to the facts their ultimate conclusion 
must be their own, and they were fully 
at liberty to disregard the judicial sue-' 
gestion. 


Other Court Reforms Needed. 


"But reform In our criminal proce- 


dure is not the only reform that we 
ought to have in our courts. On the 
civil side of the courts there is undue 
delay and this always works for the 
benefit of the man with the longest 
purse. 
The employment of lawyers 


and the payment of costs all become 
more expensive as the litigation is ex- 
tended. 


"It used to be thought that a sys- 


tem .by which cases involving small 
amounts could he carried to the su- 
preme court through two or three 
courts of intermediate appeal was a 
perfect system, because It gave the 
poor man the same right to go "to the 
supreme court as a rich mp.n. 


"Nothing is further from the truth 


What the poor man needs Is a prompt 
decision of his case and by limiUng the 
appeals 
In 
cases 
Involving 
small 


amounts.of money so that there-shall 
oe a final decision in the lower court 
an opportunity is given to the poor 
litigant to secure a judgment in time 
to enjoy it and not after, he has ex- 
hausted all.his resources in litigation 
<.o tnc supreme court. 


. an era 


of prosperity 'which I' hope will be 
long continued. We have' Just-'passea- 
a tariff bill which has ended for the 
time the disturbances of business that 
always arises from the. consideration 
and agitation over.: such a bill, and- 
there -is nothing now to • prevent the' 
application of ail thV capital and all 
the forces which have been suspended 
for the last year and a half or two 
years by a lack of confidence and .1 
waiting for such settlement to the ex- 
pansion of business and the further 
development of the resources of thki' 
country. 


"But this prospect of prosperity must 


not blind, us to the necessity for carry- 
ing out certain great reforms advocat- 
ed by Mr. Roosevelt, recommended in 
the .republican .party platform, which 
I believe are needed to prevent a re- 
turn to the abuses which all men 
recognize the evil in our previous busi- 
ness methods and the management of 
our great corporations. 


"I ..expect -to consider these ques- 


tions more at. length at. another stage 
in. my Journey, as I do also the char- 
acter of the tariff bill '-which' has been 
adopted and which has been 'subjected 
to much criticism, but tonight' I- feel 
that 'I have wearied you far 'beyond

Outstripping Atlantic Sea- 


ports in Growth of 


Commerce. 


Washington. Sept. 17.—Tho export 


report for the fiscal year 1909 indi- 
cates that the trade of the gulf ports 
is Increasing more rapidly than the 
amount of business handled by the 
Atlantic ports. In the matter oC im- 
port trade, the gulf ports also show 
a very high rate ot increase. 
The 


Mexican border ports seem to share 
this boom in export and import traf- 
fic, this progress being apparently due 
to tho development of tho railroads. 
The gulf ports are the only group of 
trade centers showing an increase In 
exports during tho past fiscal year as 
compared with 190S, the exports from 
those ports amounting to $-110,000,000, 
an increase of thirteen and one-half 
millions. These figures are given in 
tho statement of bureau of statistics 
summarizing 
the commerce 
ot the 


United States in 1909. 
The gain of 


tho gulf and Mexican border exports, 
according to the statement, has been 
a marked characteristic of the out- 
ward commercial flow during the past 
decade. 


Taldng| the figures for twenty years 


back, .the statement shows that the 
increase in exports from the Atlantic 
ports has been 78 per cent., while the 
increase at the gulf ports has been 
280 per cent. 
The greatest rate of 


gain was made by the Mexican bor- 
der- ports, at •which the increase In 
out-bound commerce was at tho rate 
of 575 per cent.

age of gain in imports is also shown 
by tho gulf, Mexican border and lake

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 17.—Right Rev. 


William George McCloskey, bishop of 
the Catholic diocese of Kentucky, and 
the 
oldest 
Catholic bishop in the 


United States, both in age and in 
point of continuous service,' died to- 
day of the ailments incident to old 
age. 
The bishop 
was in his 86th 


year. 
He has been tho head of the 


Kentucky diocese for eighteen years 
and was honored and loved by Cath- 
olics and Prcitestauts alike. For some 
time tho bishop has been in feeble 
health and performed his duties will 
some difficulty. 
Bishop McCIoskej 


was ordained a priest in New York in 
1852 and became assistant pastor p 
the Church of the Nativity In tha 
city. 


When 
the 
American 
college in 


Rome was founded by Pope Pius IX., 
Dr. McCloskey was selected for the 
position of president. He illled the 
place with ability for more than twen- 
ty-three years. When a vacancy was 
caused in Kentucky .by the death of 
Bishop Laville, Dr. McCloskey was 
named for the place and was conse- 
crated bishop of Louisville.

He was discussing the pros- 
perous condition of the farmers of tho 
west and tho high wages of the work-

in Washington todny," he continued

three times a d.'iy, most of them— 
what is more, they do not content 
themselves with, any kind, they want 
the best cuts. They can afford them. 
As a result tho prlco of meat la away 
up. While the farmers are producing 
more beef every year, they are not 
producing enough to meet the increase 
In population. I do not look for the 
prices to decrease materially soon." 


Tho secretary was 
asked 
if the 


western farmers woro really investing 
such large sums of money in automo- 
biles. 


"There is too much truth In those 


reports," he responded. 
"The farmer 


is out of debt; lie has paid for his 
[arm, his fenetw and his machinery. 
He has money in his pockets, and big 
crops continue to come on. 
Ho is 


afraid to invest in eastern securities, 
lest a year might bring trouble there. 
As a result ho puts his money in lux- 
uries. Why, folks in the east do not 
know what luxuries are; they must 
go west to find that out."

for the want of knowledge of a saf» 
place to put it. 


The president dwelt at length upon 


the fact that the deposits of the alien 
population which no\v Is sent to 'gov- 
ernment hanks abroad, would be held 
In this country If there were postal 
banks with the government behind 
them to assure the timid and panicky 
depositors of foreign birth and affilia- 
tion. 


The president pointed out the need 


of the funds which would come to the 
government through postal banks to 
take care of tho 2 per cent United 
States bonds Issued some years ago 
and "forced as a sort of bunco game 
on the bankers at par or a little more,' 
but which will soon be a drug on the 
market.

George A. Astry, Former 


Fort Wayne Man, At- 


tempts Life.

Indianapolis, Sept. 17.—No more cool 


and collected man was ever seen by 
he police than .George A. Astry, dep- 
uty great commander of the Knights 
'£ the Maccabees when he sat in his 
ia.ru in the rear o£ his home at 1122 
kelson street, with three bullet holes 
n his breast yesterday 
afternoon. 


Astry tried to kill himself because of 
jad health and business and domestic 
roubles, and lie is now in the city 
wspital in an almost hopeless condi- 
tion. 


"Word was received at police head- 


quarters that Astry was shot, and a 
moment later many defectives, bicycle- 
men and patrolmen were headed for 
the place from different districts and 
sub-stations, with ttip belief 
that it 


was a "murder" call. Astry was seat- 
ed in a chair in the barn and his hys- 
terical daughter, Mrs. Lulu Moore, with 
whom he lived, had wrenched the re- 
volver from his hand. A neighbor had 
possession of the weapon when the po- 
lice came. 


In the excitement it was some time 


before the police could learn what had 
happened. The daughter was too hys- 
terical to explain, and Astry himself 
volunteered no information. 


Coolly Answers 'Questions. 


He refused to answer questions vin- 


il Captain Manning said: "If you did 
.his yourself, you ought to explain ar.d 
keep others from getting into trouble." 


"Well. I did it myself, then," Astry 


replied coolly. 


"How many shots were fired out of 


that gun?" asked a suspicious detec- 
tive. 


"I fired three shots: don't you think 


that's enough?" Astry said. 


When asked where lie had shot him- 


self Astry pulled open tho front of his 
shirt and showed throe bullet wounds 
close together and about two inches 
below the heart. 


"If those don't kill me I don't know 


what will." ho said. "I've had enough 
trouble and I shot myself because I am 
tired of life. Put one of those pillows 
behind my back so I will rest easier." 


When pressed to tell v/by he had shot 


himself. Aslry said it was because ot 
his health and other troubles. 


Story of His Trouble. 


"Up to seven years ago I made $3,000 


a year and had everything." he said. 
"Then I was state commander of the 
Maccabees. Now I have nothing. Seven 
years ago I was stricken with r 
sis, and have been able to do but little

since that time. Everything is gone.

His 
daughter took a street car and followed 
the ambulance. 


Astry formerly lived at 516 North 


Alabama street. 
He moved with his 


daughter to the Nelson street house 
only a few days ago. It was said at 
the house that one of Astry's troubles 
was his wife's divorce from him about 
a month ago. The man is 5D years old 
and has a wido acquaintance about 
the state, through which he had trav- 
eled many years in tho interest of the 
order that employed birrC 


WAS FORMER FORT WAYNE MAN. 


Astry Is Native of Springfield Town' 


ship and Well Known Here. 


George A. Astry, who attempted sui- 


cide at Indianapolis, is a former resi- 
dent of Fort Wayno and is well known 
in this city'and county, where relatives 
still reside. Ho was born In Spring 
Held township, this county, and came 
to Fort Wayne in 1891 from Toledo 
Three or four years later he removed 
to Indianapolis and later to Montana 
where his health broke down. He was 


stricken by paralysis, and since tha 
time had been mentally afflicted. Mr

measure up to the ideal of teacher 
and pupil concerning Bible study. 


No one doubts that the present sys- 


tematic study ot the Book is a vast 
improvement over the catechism, and 
question and answer "helps," of half 
a century ago. Nevertheless the pres- 
ent is but the chrysalis stage of the 
study, and the Christian world is he- 
ginning to stir uneasily in its shell 
preparatory to breaking forth into 
new and larger life. Since the inter- 
national lesson system was inaugu- 
rated teachers and pupils have w.orn a 
rut of so-called study through the 
Bible from Genesis to Revelation, so 
that if the teachers' library has been 
equipped with lesson "help" he flnds 
himself to-day going over precisely 
the same ground that he has traveled 
three or four times previously, chap- 
ter for chapter and verse for verse. 
He follows a -\\-ell-beaten trail blazed 
for him thirty or forty years ago, and 
recks not of the vast unexplored 
world of enlightenment, instruction 
and pleasure lying all around him. It 
is a world in which the traveler clings 
to the stage coach in preference to 
the Pullman car, preferring crude and 
primitive ways of living to habitations 
of modern improvements. 


Of course, it is practically impossi- 


ble for individual schools, or teachers 
of individual classes to break away 
from the procession and start on a 
new path of exploration for them- 
selves. To do that would break up 
uniformity of study, in many ways 
most desirable and introduce a chaotic 
state generally, but the protest, long 
and loud and insistent can, at least, 
be made until the international com- 
mittee is compelled to heed popular 
opinion and provide for it 
We may 


not refuse to keep step longer in the 
endless bolt line to the same old tunes 
that were ground out in our childhood 
we owe something of reverence to 
.antiquities and to customs that have 
long become obsolete, but we can 
march under protest and be ready to 


lessons are prepared-by men instead 
of fossils, if those who are engaged 
In the task are more interested in 
the warm-blooded youth of to-day 
than the mummies of Egyptian and 
Assyrian catacombs, if they do not in- 
sist upon the use of portions of the 
Bible for children of any age abso- 
lutely Incomprehensible to the ma- 
turest minds, then we shall hava a 
renaissance ot Bible study epochal 
and prophetic of future good.

New Methods Needed. . 


It ia in this sense that we -need a 


new Bible, new teachers and new 
methods. Given these conditions the 
Sunday school of the future will be 
a vast improvement over the past 
The teachers of the future will not 
be callow boys and girls, whose ig- 
norance is dense, whose ability to in- 
struct is a minus quantity. 
They 


will be trained instructors, qualified 
to bring forth from the treasury of 
he word, things new and old. We 
shall no more think of putting an ig 
uorant person to teach a Sunday
